Sisce the Revolution 
Faction, like Ruft, hath been gathering on all iis 
Wheels, and threatening continually a full Stop to all 
its Motions. In this Situation thoſe who had the 
Care of irs going, and withal no Authority (ss it was 
not fit they fhould) to take ir to pirces, were con- 
ftrained te do the bch they could. The Circulation 
of Government was the Thing committed to the'r 
Truft ; and it would be the higheft Breach of Truf 
in them to neglect it. If thercfore, notwithfendiog 
the Growth of the Inconvenience, as certainly Fa- 
Gion has been always encreafing, thofe at the Helm 
have found means fo drive on the Government for a 
long Courfe of Years, without any of thefe Rubs to 
which when the Machine was freer, it was neverthe- 
lefs expofed by the Careleffoefs, or Want of Capacity, 
in former Managers, muft we condemn their Con- 
du@? Their Enemies may call it Corruption, nay, 
Weaknefs, or Folly ; but Impartial Pofteriry, and 
even themfelves, if once in Power,will call and efleem 
it Wifdom. Such Mallow Politicians as fer up on 
Utopian Syftems, ard think All Things may be ma- 
naged by certain Rules, and Maxims of Srate, will 
condemn what they, cannot vunderftand ; bur all pro- 
per Judges, fuch as Practical Statcfmen, will form a 
right Noiion of itin their Heads, tho’ they may, for 
certain prudential Reafons, not thiak proper to ex 

refs it. = , ) 

’ But, as I fuid before, let us for Arpument’s fake

The Conc ufion of this Paper obliges me to tel] you 
plainly, thar Things are now at a Crifis.

will provide again fuch Accidents, and make you 
feel in reality thofe His. with the very Ideas of which
